Majorette battles on 
despite failing sight

BRAVE Haverhill major¬ 
ette Rebecca Fernandez is 
hoping crowds will turn 
up to watch an annual 
tournament next month 
which could be her last. 

Despite being diagnosed 
with a brain tumour almost 
two years ago, Rebecca has 
carried on as a majorette, 
even though deteriorating 
eye sight has meant special 
bright pink batons and 
equipment have had to be 
made for her. 

After a long operation to remove 
the tumour and another to remove 
a blood clot, followed by daily trips 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital for 
radiotherapy, Rebecca is now in 
remission. 

Tests at Moorfields Hospital have 
revealed that since her radio¬ 
therapy last year, Rebecca’s sight 
has deteriorated and she is now 
registered as partially sighted with 
tunnel vision, only seeing things 
directly in front of her. 

She has been told her sight will 
not improve, but is hoping it does 
not deteriorate further and has 
another MRI scan in October. 

Rebecca, who is a beauty student 
at Cambridge Regional College, 
said she was determined to carry 
on performing with the troupe as 
long as possible. She said: “At first I 
noticed I could not see properly to 
put my make-up on. They have said 
it has got worse, but it does not 
seem that way to me because I 
think I have got used to it. I have 
bright pink ends on the baton and I

think I know where it is going to be 
more than see it. I want to carry on 
as long as I can. The other girls 
have been great, they all watch out 
for me in competitions.” 

Rebecca, 17, has been a majorette 
since she was nine and her sister 
Melissa since she was three. When 
the troupe they belonged to folded 
in 2000, mum Kim helped start the 
Millennium Stars Majorettes in 
Haverhill, now the only troupe left 
in the town. 

Even though the troupe has only 
20 members, they have taken part 


in competitions around the region 
this year and brought home a haul 
of trophies from places such as 
Ipswich, Great Yarmouth and 
Colchester. 

Rebecca is determined to give 
her best when majorettes from 
around the region compete in a 
tournament on Haverhill Rec¬ 
reation Ground on Sunday August 
26. 

She also received some good 
news this week, the “Make a Wish” 
charity has granted her wish and 
she will be off to Florida with her 


family in November. 

Kim said: “I am very proud of 
Rebecca and the other girls have 
been brilliant with her. The 
competition is our only fund-raiser. 
If we were a football team 
businesses would sponsor us, but 
they don’t sponsor majorettes.” 

The competition starts from 8am 
and involves 10 troupes. There will 
also be stalls, a bouncy castle and a 
car boot sale people can just turn 
up for on the day 
Anyone interested in joining the 
troupe should ring 07900 230031.

The 10-5-1 Fun Run, which 
is organised by Haverhill 
Round Table, in association 
with the Weekly News, will 
take place on Sunday, July 
29, starting at the Recreation 
Ground. 

One team out to retain its 
position as winner of the 
group section last year is 
Wednesdays for Women, 
who have 10 entrants taking 
part in the 5k or 10k runs 
and several more joining the 
Ik Fun Walk. 

Young Philippa’s mum 
Fenella will take part in the 
walk along with her two 
other children aged six and 
four years. 

Members of the group, 
which meets each Wednes¬ 
day from 9.30am to 
11.30am at the Leiston 
Social Centre, are taking 
part to raise money towards 
its running costs, now that 
funding from St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council has stopped. 
Wednesdays for Women is 
set to celebrate its 10th 
anniversary and, over the 
years, the group has 
provided many women with 
company, exercise sessions, 
talks and advice, as well as 
a creche for their children. 
Fenella said its members all 
felt it was very important to 
keep the group going. She 
said: “There is nothing else 
like it. Wednesday for 
Women is for the mums, not 
for the children. 


“It is the only thing I have 
done in the past week which 
is just for me. 

“I moved here from London 
and did not like it at first 
because it was so quiet, but 
I wouldn’t move back now.” 
Tanya Derby, 29, has only 
been to the group five times, 
but said it had also helped 
her make friends in the 
town. “I moved from London 
four years ago and I was 
shell shocked when I first 
got here. I came here for my 
kids, to give them a better 
time, but I did not know 
anyone. I call it ‘Emmerdale 
Farm’ because everyone 
knows everyone else’s 
business. I have made a lot 
of new friends here now.” 
Member Julie Selwood said: 


“It is a really nice group, 
when I moved here I did not 
know anybody. 

“Here instead of being 
Josh’s mum I am Julie. We 
all need a bit of ‘me time’, 
and the children are well 
cared for in the creche.” 
Michelle Eariss is particularly 
determined to complete the 
run this year after she broke 
her foot a week before the 
last event and had to pull 
out. She said: “I am 
definitely going to finish it 
this year.” 

Ann Boyd, a health worker 
who helped start Wednes¬ 
days 10 years ago, said it 
needed to continuously 
fund-raise now that its grant 
funding had run out. “It 
needs to carry on helping 


women. They get friendship, 
gain confidence, exercise 
with a fitness instructor and I 
can put them in touch with 
people who can help them."

Punters give centre 
cinema thumbs up

FILM fans have given an over¬ 
whelming thumbs up to the 
cinema at Haverhill Arts Centre. 

With the new multiplex cinema due to 
be completed next year the town council, 
which manages the centre, wanted to find 
out how the centre cinema might be 
affected. 

A survey sent to 2,000 customers who 
had booked tickets for film shows in the 
past year produced almost 450 responses 
within a fortnight. 

A massive 93 per cent of those who 
completed the questionnaire said they 
planned to continue attending films at the 
arts centre when the multiplex cinema 
opens. 

The vast majority of customers who 
responded were aged over 45 and 
confirmed that they appreciated the 
friendly environment and the quality of 
the service that the arts centre provides. 

Nick Keeble, Haverhill Arts Centre pro¬ 
grammer, said: “We are hugely encour¬ 
aged by the response to our questionnaire 
and would like to thank all those who took 
the time to fill it in. 

“We are now able to confirm what is 
important to our audience and the things 
that we need to work on in order to retain 
their custom. 

“From the information received we will 
be able to better plan our cinema pro¬ 
gramme in the coming years.” 

Attendances at the cinema for the April- 
June period have been the strongest since 
the town council took over the manage¬ 
ment of the centre in 2004. 

Following the installation of subtitling 
and audio descriptor equipment, the 
cinema will soon be able to provide 
enhanced services for the partially 
sighted and hard of hearing. 

Other improvements include a new 
screen, staged refubishment of the seat¬ 
ing and redesign of the marketing leaflet. 

Haverhill Arts Centre is grant aided by 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council to 
provide cultural and community facilities 
for Haverhill and its rural communities.

Recharging recycling 


SHOPPERS did a double take as 
a giant battery drove past them in 
the High Street on Tuesday 
morning. 

Inside was Coun Peter Stevens 
who was launching a new 
scheme being tried out in 
Haverhill to do more to help 
safeguard the environment by 
recycling batteries. 

The innovative kerbside collection 
will see distinctive magenta bags 
bearing the message “Do the 
positive thing. Recycle your 
batteries”, delivered to every 
home in the Haverhill area. 
Residents are invited to fill these 
bags with their used, part-used 
and unwanted batteries. 

There will be two collection 


schemes in operation, with some 
residents asked to leave the bag 
on top of their blue bin and others 
to hang it on a hook attached to 
the handle of their blue bin. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council is carrying out the trial, 
the first of its kind in Europe, in 
partnership with WRAP (Waste 
and Resources Action 
Programme). The scheme allows 
residents to recycle all types of 
household batteries, including 
AAA, AA, C, and D-size batteries 
as well as button, mobile phone, 
laptop and rechargeable 
batteries. 

Coun Stevens, St Edmundsbury’s 
Cabinet member with 
responsibility for the environment, 


message 

said: “Our residents have always 
been keen and careful recyclers 
and we hope this simple and 
convenient trial will encourage 
them to put their unwanted 
batteries to a good use while 
significantly reducing the amount 
which go to landfill.” 

St Edmundsbury’s scheme has 
been funded by WRAP and forms 
part of the country’s biggest 
battery recycling trial. The results 
will help determine how best to 
collect batteries in the future.

THE family of a man 
who collapsed and died 
from a brain haemor¬ 
rhage have paid tribute 
to the crowds of caring 
people who turned up for 
his funeral. 

Christopher Skinner was 
just 24 when he collapsed on 
Parker’s Piece in Cambridge 
on Sunday, June 24, and died 
later in hospital. An engineer 
from Chappie Drive, Haverhill, 
he had carried an organ donor 
card and two other people’s 
lives were saved after Chris¬ 
topher’s family donated his 
kidneys. 

Christopher’s mother Anna 
said she, her husband Nigel 
and Christopher’s sister Clare, 
wanted to thank everyone for 
their kind messages and 
support after the family’s 
tragic and sudden loss. 

She said they were parti¬ 
cularly touched by the large 
number of young mourners - 


including Christopher’s form¬ 
er classmates from Place 
Farm, Parkway and Castle 
Manor schools in Haverhill - 
who attended his funeral on 
Friday, July 6, at the Cam¬ 
bridge Crematorium. 

Mrs Skinner said: “I don’t 
really remember too much 
about it, only that it was 
absolutely packed with all 
these young people. 

“It was amazing, they all 
had suits and ties on and 


almost every one of them 
came up to touch the coffin at 
the end. The whole family was 
really touched by it. 

“We would like to especially 
thank Jane and Jess Mortifee 
in Canada, Peter and Pat 
Stubbings, Sarah Diver and all 
the ambulance, A&E, and 
neurosciences critical care 
unit staff who tried so hard to 
keep him with us. 

“He will be missed by all 
those who knew him.”

COMMUTERS choosing to 
travel into Cambridge by car 
could be forced to pay up to £25 a

Plans are under way to introduce a 
rush hour congestion charge, where 
motorists wanting to get into Cam¬ 
bridge between 7.30am and 9.30am 
would have to cough up between £3 and 
£5 a day 

But Cambridgeshire County Council, 
which wants to introduce the charge, 
has vowed to improve public transport 
across the entire county to help 
commuters - and has put in a bid for 
£500 million of Government funding. 

The council has said the proposals 
are “a long way off” from being 
finalised and has promised that public 
transport improvements will be in place 
before the charge is put in place. 

Coun Shona Johnstone, council 
leader, said: “We’ve got to be bold. I 
accept some will be opposed to con¬ 
gestion charging but I believe that by 
using the charge in the right way, i.e. 
tackling congestion when it is at its 
worst and using money from it to 
provide better public transport alter¬ 
natives, we can reduce congestion in 
Cambridge and keep the city as a place 
where people want to work, visit and 
shop.” 

She added: “I am absolutely clear that 
we still need to get into a proper 
discussion with the people and 
businesses of Cambridgeshire to find 
out what they think the issues are and 
how we can best tackle them.” 

If funding is secured, a major

IT'S NOT often that a car 
comes along and forces you 
to rethink what’s really 
important when it comes to 
personal mobility but Mitsu¬ 
bishi’s i car fits the bill. 

On the one hand it’s a curiously 
styled turbocharged, rear-wheel 
drive, four-seater from the makers 
of the manic Lancer Evolution 
series. And yet, it’s also a spacious, 
practical, frugal and highly 
manoeuvrable city car. 

Whichever way you look at 
Mitsubishi’s baby, there’s no deny¬ 
ing the urge to look. In isolation the 
car appears to have fallen from the 
sky having missed its connection to 
a galxay far, far away. Space age 
doesn’t come near to describing the 
car’s egg-like profile, upright rear 
and concept car nose. 

With New Zealand to date the 
only other right-hand drive market 
getting the car, and the UK 
allocation a bold 300 for 2007, 
there’s the potential for more if 
demand skyrockets. Whatever the 
outcome, the UK is very much a 
test bed for gauging interest now 
and for the future. 

Built to comply with Japan’s 
class of tax-friendly city cars, this 



“K-car” is only 3,395mm long, 
1,475mm wide and 1,600mm tall. 
And yet it’s a proper four-seater 
with a boot and all - don’t forget the 
engine’s under the boot floor. 

Ah yes, the engine. Another 
regulated element of the K-car 
rules, this Mitsubishi is powered by 
a 660cc, tubocharged petrol motor 
pushing out 57bhp.

Car makers in green 
futures step shift 


NEW car releases - and 
even motor 

manufacturing plants - 
are stepping up the pace 
to save the planet. 

Renault has just announced 
that it will launch its first 
bioethanol car in the UK - the 
Megane Hatch E85 - at the end 
of 2007, while Smart says its 
new Fortwo, out in September, 
is even more ecologically-aware 
than its predecessor. 

And even in the making of 
the machines, we have Ford 
saying that its wind-powered 
Dagenham, Essex, plant has cut 
back thousands of tonnes of 
carbon dioxide (C02) output. 

Cars first - the Megane Hatch 
E85 is in line with eC02, the 
French firm's commitment to 
producing vehicles that remain 
environment ally-friendly 
across their whole life cycle, 
from design to eventual 
recycling. 

Under its eC02 scheme, 
Renault offers customers a 
choice of vehicles across its 
ranges, which are both kind to 
the climate and 

motorists’pockets. 

So the new Megane E85 uses 
the 1.6 16-valve 105bhp engine, a 
petrol unit that has undergone 
modifications so that it can 
adapt to bioethanol fuel. 

Upgrades to the fuel tank, the 
injection system and 
combustion chambers were 
developed with input from 
Renault in Brazil, where the 
firm has been selling Clios and 
Meganes that can run on 
bioethanol since 2004. 

Using E85 bioethanol fuel in 
Britain attracts a new business- 
user tax incentive of a two per 
cent discount on taxable car 
benefits, and the Megane E85 
also comes with a top five-star 
safety rating. 

Renault sees biofuels as an 
effective long-term solution in 
the quest for control over C02 
emissions, as they are a 
renewable, plant-based energy 
source. 

The crops used to produce 
biofuels absorb C02 from the 
atmosphere as they grow, and 
bioethanol is made by distilling 
fermented vegetable matter, 
typically in the form of wheat 
or beet in Europe, sugar cane in 
Brazil, or maize in the US. 


The resulting fuel is then 
mixed with petrol in varying 
proportions: five per cent for 
E5, 10 per cent for E10, 85 per 
cent for E85, and 100 per cent 
for E100. 

Prices and a full specification 
for Renault’s Megane E85 will 
be released nearer the end-2007 
on-sale date. 

The new Smart Fortwo, 
meanwhile, remains true to the 
firm’s philosophy of combining 
a lifestyle product with 
environmental protection. 

Priced from £6,900, and on 
sale in Britain from September 
15, the Fortwo will continue to 
be available with Pure, Pulse 
and Passion trim levels, 
together with new petrol 
engines and a five-gear 
transmission system, and a 7- 
inch (19.5cm) longer body. 

Smart - an official partner of 
the recent Live Earth concerts

Mercedes managing director 
Dermot Kelly: “The new Smart 
Fortwo offers a solution to the 
problems associated with 
urban mobility - and we need 
to have solutions like this if we 
are to face up to the issues 
around climate change.”

“The main visual 
differences between Splash 
and Agila will include 
different bonnet, wings, 
headlamps and bumper and 
rear tailgate, tail lights and 
bumper,” the company says. 

The Japanese 

manufacturer hopes to sell 
around 60,000 Splash units a 
year following its launch, 
building on the success of 
the Swift, SX4 and Ignis. 

Suzuki is keen to point 
out that the Splash will not 
be a direct successor to the 
Wagon R+ model that was 
designed for the Japanese 
market and later sold in 
Europe. “Based on 
completely different 
criteria, Splash’s design is 
mainly tailored to the 
requirements of European 
customers,” said the Splash 
project’s chief engineer 
Toshihiro Suzuki. 

In 2004 a group of ten 


Suzuki engineers travelled 
to Germany for six months, 
spending the time analysing 
European trends in cars, 
fashion, lifestyle and design 
before applying the findings 
to the Splash project. 

Suzuki believes the 
resulting car will be a major 
player in the mini-MPV 
segment. “While ideally 
suited to tight parking 
conditions, the 3.72 m-long 
car offers sufficient space 
for up to five occupants plus 
plenty of sports and leisure 
equipment,” it says. 



The new model will come 
with a choice of three 
engines; a one-litre, three 
cylinder petrol with 65PS, a 
1.2-litre four-cylinder petrol 
with 86PS and a 1.3-litre 
diesel with 75PS. Both 
petrol units will be Suzuki 
designed and built, with the 
diesel engine produced by 
the comapny at its new 
diesel engine plant in India 
under licence from Fiat. 

All models will feature a 
five-speed manual gearbox, 
with the option of a 4-speed 
automatic transmission 
with the more powerful 
petrol engine.
